“Mute Of Malice” 
Verdict By ~ 
Jury

A unanimous verdict of “mute of malice” was 
returned by'a jury of four men and three women 
before Mr Justice C. W. Reece at the Criminal 
Sessions this morning when the Jury was em- 
panelled to decide whether a 25-year-old man, Ts¢i 
Muk-li, arraigned on a charge of murder, was 
“mute of malice” or “mute by visitation of God.” 

Mr Justice Reece, in his summing up to the Jury, 
said that the Jury wns not called to determine the insanity 


of the accused but to decide 
deliberately refusing to answer. and 


whether accused was 
retending to be mute 


or whether he was an unfortunate dumb-and deaf person.
